Moulton Again in Brooklyn and 
Ready to Testify. 


MRS. TILTON’S TESTIMONY. 
New York, Aug. 4.—Mrs. Tilton's testimony 
before the Plymouth Church Investigating Com- 
mittee will be published to-morrow. The follow- 


ing a synopsis embracing all that is of interest, 


and not beretofore published: The examina- 
tion begins with an apparent purpose to show 
that Tilton neglected his wife from a very early 
period of their married life. Mrs. Tilton stated 
that she was frequently sick, and her physician 
said there was care and trouble on her mind 
which he could not cure with medicine. , 

Question—What was the trouble in point ¢f 
fact ? 

Aus wer—Well, any one of you gentlemen, I 
think, would havecared for my family as much 
as Theodore did. I was left entirely with my 
gor va nta, and they were very poor servants. 1 
could not have my mother with me, because it 
was impossible for her to live with us on account 
of disagreement with Mr. Tilton, Tilton was 


dissatisfied with his home and with his wifels . 


management, and was hareh in bis criticiems. * 
Q.—When did he begin to talk to you, if at ally 


in regard 0 your association and friendship for 


Mr. Beecher ? 

A.—I think I bad no visits from Mr. Beecher 
before 1866. That is the first that I remember 
seeing him ver y much. 

Q.—What was the criticiem m regard to 
Beecher and yourself which Tilton made ? 

A.— Early as 1865 Mr. Tilton’s mind was 
tainted with suspicions of Mr. Beecher, and he 
used to talk with me continually about his wrong- 
doings with ladies, stories of which were told 
him by Mr.—— (name not given). When Mr. 
Beecher came to see me. Mr. ‘lilton began to 
be suspicious, and that I might be perfectly 
transparent to my busband with respect to my 
interviews with Beecher alone I used to charge 
my mind with our conversations and repeat them 
to Mr. Tilton. 

Mrs. Tilton continues that she was 
CONTINUALLY QUESTIONED BY TILTON 
concerning these conversations in the most 
jealous manuer. She was often told with 
anger that she concealed something; that she 
did not mean to tell; that she lied. For three 
years she tried to repeat everything that 
was said, but found Tilton more suspicious than 
ever. He had no confidence in her, aud she suf- 
fered a great deal. This state of things lasted 
to the present day, although she had not felt so 
badly the last two years. Tilton’s criticisms to 
her took the-form of accusations in the winter 
of 1869, when he began to assume that she had 
done criminal wrong with Beecher. She met 
the charge sometimes with anger, sometimes 

with calmness or silence, but 
INVARIABLY DENIED CRIMINAL INTIMACY ; 

she had denied it in letters to Tilton, but they 
were lost. He seemed to use all his influence to 
make her acknowledge the wrong, and talked so 
much of it she thought be was morbid. He toid 
her once he saw her sitting on Beecher's 
lap in our parlor, and she _ replied, 
“You dido’t.” This morbid jealousy had 
a wearing and sickening effect on her. He never 
named any de finite time or place of any criminal 
act with Beecher; never pretended she w 

uilty of any umpropriety at Beecher’s house. 
She went there twice or thrice to coasult with 
Beecher about a sick person; never met him at 
any other place by appointment. Iilton never 
accused her of criminality based upon any ad- 
mission by her. 

IT WAS NOT TRUE SHE CONFESSED 

in July, 1870, any act of impropriety with 
Beecher. The story of Catherine Gaunt she 
bad not read through when she wrote ber Scho- 
harie letter; being impressed with the story at a 
certain point, she wrote the letter to ber hus- 
band. She had no reference to aduitery or 
thought of it in that letter. 

Mrs. Tilton was asked, What did you refer to? 
and replied: I will try to answer that question. 
The one absorbin fooling of my whole hfe has 
been Theodore Tilton. ques E. Beecher, I 
assure vou, nor any human being ever taken 
away from that one fact my love for him; but I 
must say that 1 felt very great helpfulness in 
my own soul from having had the friendssip of 
Mr. Beecher, and also of other people, as many 
women as men. 

ON THE SUBJECT OF THE ALLEGED CONFESSION — 
by comparison with the character of Catherine 
Gaunt, Mrs. Tilton said: This confession was 
made in the summer of 1870, but not at any one 
time. Mr. Tilton gathered from all their talks tha: 
summer that she really found in Mr. Beecher 
what she did not find in her busband. She gave 
bim that impression, but she told bim if he 
would give to her what he gave to others she 
would probably nd in him what she found in 
Mr. Beecher. When she spoke of her sin in 
the Scoharie letter, she meant that 

SHE HAD DONE TILTON A WRONG 
by taking any one else in his place in any way, 
though she did not know but she would do 
the same thing again, because it had been so 
much to her soul. 

Q.—Taking any one else in what respect ? 

A.—I do not think if I had known as mnch as 
I do now of Tilton that I should ever have en- 
court ed Mr. Beecher's acquaintance. I think 
I did wrong in doing it, inasmuch as it hurt 
Theodore. I do not know as I can make myself 
understood, but do you know what I mean when 
I say that I was aroused im myself; thet I had « 
self-assertion which I never kuew before with 
Theodore? There was always a damper between 
me and Theodore, but there never was between 
me aod Mr. Beecher. With Mr. Boecher I had a 
sort of consciousness of being more;

On one occasion 
in a company of his friends he told her he would 
give if she was not at his side. At hotels aud 
public places on several occasions he said to her, 
I. wish you would not keep near me.” It was 
evident to her chat | 
HE DID NOT WANT COMPARISONS MADE BETWEEN 


THEM ; 
it hart her very much. In 1870 she had a conver- 
sation with Tilton regarding his own habits and 
associates, in which he coufessed criminality 
with other women. She did not coufess adultery 
to him. It was the other way; be confeased to 
improper relations with several women, and told 
her be wished her to understand that, when he 
was away from home lecturing or visiting, if he 
desired to aue himself he would do it. The 
world was filled with slanders abouthim. He 
did not eeem to know it, He thought everything 
came from her, and said so. He declared she 
was tho originator of all the talk about him, and 
usisted on her correcting these im- 
pressions. He said ob one occasion 
that a certain woman bad been talking about 
him, and ne wanted bis wife to — oe 
and put an end to it. She went tothe wo . 
aud told ber she should have avoided adding to 
the stories already afloat for her sake, when she 
replied, ‘*‘ Mra. Tilton, do you know why I didn’t? 
Because the uight before your husband had told 
stories of yourself to such and such a person, 
tbat came to me directly, and 1 was not goin 
to allow an accusation of that character to stan 
agaidst you.” Wherever she went she found 
that Tilton had not only made these accusations 
against her, but had recounted the details, which 
he bas now published. Then he would deny to 
her that he had done so. 
Mrs. Tilton's attention being called to 
HER HUSBAND'S ALLEGATION ABOUT THE IMPROPER 
CARESS, 

she said there was no truth mit. She also 
denied the bed-room story, saying: Theodore 
bad been with us that morning. He had gone 
out. Mr. Beecher was sitting in a large chair. 
and she had drawn up a small one. Beecher had 
in hand a little manuscript he was going to read. 
She did not remember what it was. Ihe door 
from the bed-room to the hall was shut, and she 
had shut the door leading from the sitting-room 
to the hall, which was usually open. She bad 
no sooner done that—which was to keep out the 
noise of the children playing in the hali—and sat 


down by the side of Beecher, when Theodore 
came to the other door. Not five minutes had 


| elapsed since he went out. There was no

heatation in opening the door. The fo ding 
doors were wide open. The door leading to the 
hall from the bedroom was locked, but that was

It was 
with regard to my mother. In that letter I gave 
her @ very —— stab. I wrote that, but the 
others were entirely of Mr. Tilton’s concocting. 

Mrs. Tilton admitted that she copied a note 
containing the words 

‘MR. BEECHER DESIRED ME TO BE HIS WIFE 
with all that that imples,” which note was to 
be shown to Dr. Storrs. She at first refused, 
but Tilton said he needed it, because it would 
be a great deal better thau anything he could 
write, and it was not anything afterall. She re- 
plied ; It is not true, aod what will Mr. Beech- 
er say?” Frank Carpenter was present, but 
could not hear them, as they spoke low. ‘Tilton 
toid her she had but fiffeen minutes, and she 
sat down and wrote the note. It is absolutely 
false that she wanted to make a stronger state- 
ment; she thought it wickedly strong as it was. 
There was trouble, and she thought it would in 
some way serve Theodore and bring peace. He 
had eaid the whole affair was some scheme to 
get out of the Woodhull trouble. 

MRS.“FILTON AND DR. STORRS. 

Mrs. Tilton then related how, the week after 
the Council of Churches Was called, she, without 
consulting Ineodore, went to Dr. Storrs and told 
him that fetter was false; that she was not the 
author of nor had she composed it in any way; 
and Dr. Storrs said, I wish I had known that 
a week ago, because on that leiter alone I be- 
lieved Mr. Beecher to be a guilty man.” 

Q.—Did he inquire how you came to copy s@ch 
a letter?

Q.—Did you ever hear about it? 

A.—I was never willing to have anything to 
do with Mr. Moulton. Mr. Tilton told me that 
whatever communication I had in these matters 
in regard to Mr. Beecher and Mrs. Woodhull 
must come through Mr. Moulton; but I said: 
“J sbali have nothing todo with any third 
par y; [shall be trusted as I have been hicherto, 
any H Mr. Beecher or any one else has onything 
to say to me, it shall not come throug 
Mr. qulton. Well, there came to me 
two or three times papers and letters which pur- 
ported to come from Mr. Beecher, but I did not 
look at them. because they came through Mr. 
Moulton. I did not care co oven Rape ot them.

Prince Bismarck’s hey lise been s constant 
and carkiug care to his father for the last dozen 
years. He fought duels in the University. His 
father did the same thing; but the ardent and 
impetuous youth grown into a stern old Chan- 
cellor could not relish so exact a reproduction 
ot his early career. There is all the difference 
in the world between the scandalous misconduct 
of a young nobleman and of a Prince's son, 
when that Prince isthe greatest man in Chris- 
tendom. From the fighting and carousing of a 
University town,—which might be set down to 
the folly and heedlessness of youth,—young Bis- 
marck advanced to a vicious course of life, which 
could not be so easily apologized for. Now he 
has come suddenly to a pass which leads him 
from private reprobation to public prosecution. 
He has engaged in a duel with pistols, and has 
killed his adversary. ‘The offense has come, 
and, though he be a Chancellor's son who offenils, 
punishment is likely to follow. In this sad do- 
mestic trial of the German Premier there is an- 
other illustration ‘of the trite truth, that men 
who surrender themselves to the public service 
too often surrender also the happiness of their 
families. 


Mrs. Tilton’s statement before the Plymouth 
Church Investigating Committee is published 
this morning in New York, and extracts from it 
are furnished to us by telegraph. Very much of 
it relates to the domestic affairs of the Tiltons, 
and is therefore utterly irrelevant to the main 
issue. The public cares not at all what was Mrs. 
Tiiton's opinion of his mother-in-law, nor how 
great mav have been the inefliciency of the ser- 
vants who managed his house during the lectur- 
ing-tours. Of scarcely more general interest are 
the revelations of Mr. Tilton's infidelity to 
his marriage-vows, They can only serve 
to palliate, not to disprove, the offense. 
The rest of Mrs. Tilton’s statement is a distress- 
ing story. She says that bor husband began to 
suspect Mr. Beecher in 1865, and at that time 
closely questioned her as to his conduct in pri- 
vate. She took the trouble to charge her mind 
with Mr. Beecher’s couversation aud to repeat it 
to Mr. Tilton. This unwholesome intercourse 
continued without change until 1869, when Mr. 
Tilton accused his wife of holding criminal rela- 
tions to Mr. Beecher. She met this 
charge by a denial, and that was all. 
We should have expected that an explosion 
of some kind would have resulted at once, but it 
does not appear that Mr. Beecher’s visits ceased 
until many months afterwards, at the date men- 
tioned in Mr. Tilton’s statement. Mrs. Tilton, 
by her own confession, found much to en joy in 
Mr. Beecher's society that she could not fiodin 
her husband's. When he came she ‘** was aroused 
in herself ;” there was no damper between her 
and Mr. Beecher as there was between her and 
her husband.” Perhaps it would have been bet- 
ter for all parties had she looked with lees favor 
on a mao whom ber husband suspected. The 
most painful part of the testimony as reported 
to us relates to the letters mentioned in Mr, Til- 
ton’s statement as having been written by his 
wife. Mrs. Tilton confesses that she was wholly 
under the influence of her husband; that she 
wrote letters one day to contradict them the next; 
knew not what che did write. 
Having thus impeached her own veracity, she 
denies the authenticity of one letter attributed 
to her; and admita that in other letters she 
groundlessly defamed Mr. Beecher and cruelly 
malignedherown mother. The testimony breaks 
down by its own weight. 


THE NEED OF NEW MEN. 
Nearly ali of the Congressional leaders of to- 
day ure, comparatively speaking, old. Their 
character as legislators was formed during the 
stormy days of the War, when the Constitu- 
tion was a hinderance rather than a help, and 
when the bluoders and crimes of the Democracy 
made patriotism and Republicanism convertible 
terms, utterly confusing the minds of public 
men, and really paving the way toa change in 
our form of government, and achange for the 
worse. These men have also been exposed to 
the full influence of the corruption engendered 
by the War. The temptation to make large for- 
tunes dishonestly overcame some weak but woll- 
meaning men early in the conflict. Others, 
seeing that the guilty ones were ne- 
ertheless held in high honor, and that 
a profession of loyalty was an effectual plea in 
bar to every accusation, yielded to like tempta- 
tion. So the virus spread, until it broke out in 
all sorts of rascalities and scandals. Through 
all these years of jobbery, Washington City has 
been a fiery furnace for which innocence has 
served as fael. Few men have passed through 
it unscathed. The statesman’s nice sense of 
houor has been replaced by the politician’s greed. 
When Gen. Garfield took that $5,000 fee from 
Parsons for arguing the merits of a paving-con- 
tract before men who knew that the Committee 
of Appropriations would practically decide 
whether money should be granted for any con- 
tract at all, he did something that he would 
have instinctively shunmed before the War. His 
is but a typical case. The men who have 
been in public life since 1860 have, 
as a clases, bad their standard of honor 
permanently lowered. Moreover, they have had 
uo drill in the great questions of to-day. Free 
trade and specie-payments have been dead let- 
ters for many years. The lamentable ignorance 
sbown in the recent currency debates is largely 
the result of the election to Congress of men 
whose ideas are bounded by the issues of anti- 
slavery. It is difficult to imagine anything more 
ludicrous and at the same time more humiliat- 
ing to the State most nearly interested: than the 
plea of a Senator that the greenback was better 
than gold, and should be cherished forever be- 
cause it had been “sealed by the best blood of 
the nation.” And again, the Congressmen of 
to-day are at the head of small armies of paid 


of them who get renominations will owe them 
largely to the efforts of these hired s»boridi- 
nates.

INSURANCE IN CHICAGO. 

The idiotic conceit that the insurance compa- 
nies had better withdraw from Chicago rather 
than that the public shall comply with the de- 
mands made by them respecting the enforce- 
ment of additional precautions against fire, was 
strikingly exemplified on last Monday. A mer- 
chant of this city received $100,000 worth of 
pork on Tuesday, and vainly sought for in- 
surance thereon. After canvassing the Chicago 
agencies of all the responsible insurance com- 
panies, the headquarters of companies in other 
cities were consulted by telegraph, and upto 2 
late hour at night only $2,500 of the insurance 
was taken. Asa matter of necessity, the prop- 
erty was immediately shipped to another city. 
It is all very well for unthinking persons to cry 
out, Let the insurance companies go! but, 
when the insurance companies do go, they will 
take with them the bulk of the movable prop- 
erty now here. If our merchants can get no 
insurance in responsible companies, they can- 
not, of course, keep large stocks of goods on 
hand. No merchant East will sell goods on 
credit and himself take the risk of their being 
destroyed by fire. If our elevators, and ware- 
houses, and packing-bouses cannot be insured, 
then business will give thema wide berth. If 
the insurance compauies cancel their outstand- 
ing policies and close their agencies, it is possi- 
ble the demagogues will change their tune 
Then, when a fire happens, it will mean annibi- 
lation, with no credit aud no resurrection. Is it 
not better to put on iron shutters, take down 
wooden Mansards, employ private watchmen, 
remove oil factories and oil warehouses, and 
generally put the city in a condition of defense 
against fire and retain the “insurance companies, 
than to expose public and private credit to the

MISS ANTHONY INTERVIEWED. 
„Wen a woman will, she will, you may de- 
peud on’t; and when she won't, she wou’t, and 
there’s an endon’t.” It is admirably proved in 
the attempt to interview Miss Anthony as to her 
knowledge of certain statements attributed to 
her and her brother, the Kansas editor. A keen 
reporter visited her, and announced his purpose, 
whereupon Miss Anthony curtly replied she 
did not propose to say anything. For a long 
hour the reporter questioned this resolute 
female, and for a long hour she talked, but, true 
to her determination, at the end of the time she 
bad said nothing. The reporter had pumped 
vigorously, but every time the bucket came ap 
it was empty: He was anxious to find out some- 
thing about her brother’s statement. She would 
say nothing about it. Could her brother's word 
be depended upon ? She would not say other- 
wise. But, if he made such a statement, was it 
correct? It was only a newspaper report, and 
newspaper reports could not always be credited. 
But, if he did say it, will you say the report is 
not to be credited? If he repeats what is said to 
bim in confidence, he does a very ungracious 
act. This was the substance of Miss Anthony's 
disclosures with reference to what her brother 
had said. Talleyrand himself would have been 
delighted at such proof of his epigram, that lan- 
guage is made to conceal ideas. The reporter, 
however, was not discouraged. Reporters never 
are. Having failed to compromise Miss Anthony 
in this direction, he changed his tactics. Perhaps 
Miss Anthony was aware that the gossips were 
making very free use of her name as authority 
for ali sorts of stories. Miss Anthony was per- 
fectly well aware of that fact, aod apparently 
rather enjoyed it,as if belonging to that weil- 
contented class which would just as soon be 
gossiped about as gossip. Then if gossips 
make her responsible for untruths, ought she 
not to deny them? This was evidently in- 
tended for a poser, and the reporter drew his 
pencil triumphantly and waited for her reply. 
Miss Anthony, however, was equal to the 
emergency. Certainly it was not her duty, for 
gossip feeds upon denials just as voraciously as 
upon affirmations, The reporter rallied once 
more. But, baving told her brother what gos- 
sip said she had, ought she not to 


pronounce it true or ? To which 
says Miss Anthony, 1 ** not ad- 
mitted telling my brother or Stanton 


anything.” The reporter feebly ejaculated, 
But they say you told them so.” If they 
say anything I have told them,” retorts Miss 
Anthony, they violate confidence.” 

The reporter wiped his perspiring brow. He 
was tired pumping out of this dry well, and rose 
to depart. She had talked an hour and said 
nothing. She bad answered every question ex- 
plicitly and succinctly. She had told no un- 
truths, She had affirmed many truths, and some 
which were remarkaply pithy aud epigrammatic, 
but no figs grew on her thistles. The reporter 
had not gathered so much as the ghost of an 
idea whether Miss Anthony knew  any- 
thing about the Deecher-Tilton case or 
not. Before he departed with his valua- 
ble budget of information, however, the 
turtle came out of its shell a iittle.

It is known that Parson 
Brownlow has denounced the bill as the sum of 
all villainies, and, as the negroes are in a 
minority in Tennessee, that State will have 
a unanimous delegation opposed to the 
bill.

In further explanation of the bill, and to show 
that it is really harmless, he declares that at 
most it only secured to the negroes “ civil rights 
and public rights, not social or private rights,” 
and, under this interprecation of the bill, he 
said : 

That it was but right and justice, when a certain 
class of citizens were required by law to pay taxes fcr 
school purposes, they should receive equal benefils; 


that he had children of both sexes, but that he had 
never been uneasy about their marrying ; that he ex- 


daughters not to marry big bucks of any kind, but 
that they would marry young gentlemen; that the 
white race could trace back their ancestry for the last 
thousand years, and show that they were descended 
from a noble race, and had enjoyed all the privileges 
of Christianity and civilization; while on the other 
hand, the colored race were either slaves or savages, 
The colored people will not accept Mr. May- 
nard's explanation that the Civil-Rights bill is 
an upmeaning thing,—a mere tub thrown to the 
African whale. They are fatally in earnest, and, 
baving been taught to regard this bill as admit- 
Ling them to social equality, allowing them to go 
wherever the whites may go, and do whatever 
the whites may do, they are disposed to make 
the political fight on that issue, In strange con- 
trast witb the sentiments expressed by Mr. May- 
nard (white) is the declaration of Congressman 


Carolina, to whom he said: Tour rights are 
important. You must defend them. If you 
don’t get them at the ballot-box, you must resart 
to the cartridge-box.” The failure of the House 
of Representatives to act on the bill has served 
to intensify the issue in the Southern States, 
and to divide parties in the coming election on 
the line of race and color alone.

But Packard has carried the New Orleans pri- 
maries, and the colored man’s chances are slim. 
Many persons assert that the Custom-House 
support of Pinchback is feigned,—a mere ruse to 
preveiit thedusky orator’s appealing to his fellows 
to sustain the interests of theirrace as represented 
in him against the coalition of the white Federal 
Officials. Be this as it may, Packard has almost 
certainly won the race. He will probably occupy 
a place in the Senate after the 4th of next 
March. 

The Democratic party was with difficulty united 
in the election of 1872. After half-a-dozen Con- 
ventions had been held, McEnery was agreed 
upon as & compromise candidate for Governor. 
He was elected and counted out. The defeat 
split the party again. Its three main factions 
are the Conservatives, the Democrats, and the 
White Leaguers. The former are mainly com- 
posed of citizens living outside of New Orleans. 
McEnery is their leader. They have just issued 
an address protesting against the State Demo- 
cratic Committee’s call for a Convention at New 
Orleans Aug. 24, and proposing one at Baton 
Rouge instead. They invoke the support of all 
friends of honesty, white and black, and make 
decidedly the most creditable figure so far in the 
campaign. The Democrats are flavored with 
Bourbon. They oppose the White Leaguers as 
extreme, but are devoted to the “ watchwords,” 
“time-honored banners and other fossils per- 
taining to the party before the War. The White 
League bas been already discussed in these col- 
mans. There is very bitter feeling between it 
and the other two sections, and it is apparently 
a prolific source of harm. 

Gov. Kellogg has complicated the situation 
still further by signing the Registration bill. The 
laws of Louisiana allow the Executive to keep a 
| bill as long as he wishes before signing it. In 
the Senate debate over the admission of Pinch- 
back, Carpenter charged that Kellogg had in his 
posséseion laws which only needed bis signature 
to make Louisiana elections ag great a farce as 
ever. Sevator West hotly denied it. He was 
mistaken. Kellogg did have two such unsigned 
laws,—the Registration and Election bills. The 
former orders a new registration, which is to be 
entirely under the control of the Governor and 
his gang. Resort to the courts by illegally-re- 
jected voters is strictly forbidden. This has now 
been signed. When the execration caused by 
this action has died away, the Election bill, 
which restores all the wretched features that 
disgraced the elections when Warmoth 
counted candidates in of out to suit 
his own purposes, will probably, be also signed. 
This is a gloomy prospect. The one hope of the 
State seems to bein the Conservative Convention 
that isto meet at Baton Rouge. But its can- 
@idates can have little chance of suc 
cess. They may be supported by only one 
wing of the Opposition, and they will certainly

The reduced 
tariff went into effect on J: ily 1; but, as a large 
portion of the territory f rom which increased 
tonnage was expected bas been devastated by 
the locusts, the Companie s see that the increase 
wil not be realized. To meet the in- 
terest on the funded debt of the roads, 
the Companies, therefo re, felt that their 
earnings for the six months beginving July 
1 should be greater dian for the first six 
months of the year. ‘The Railroad Commis- 
siovers cohtemplated, h owever, reducing the 
rates still more. To mak: s it evident how unjust 
any farther reduction ‘would be, Mr. Bishop 
shows that for the first ix months of 1874 the 
ned earnings of the St. P: u, Sioux City Com- 
pany were $32,542, wh ile the interest for the 
same {time was $82,947, leaving a deficit of 
$50,405 tobe paid by t he stockholders out of 
thelrown personal reso arces. For the same 
period, the net earning s of the Sioux City & 
St. Paul Road were $17,( 64; and its rent, inter- 
est on funded debt, etc., $112,115, leaving a def- 
toit of $95,061 to be m ide up by the stockhold- 
ers. At this rate, the deficit on both roads 
would foot up $290,000 a. year. 

This showing of the r »ads was certainly a suf- 
ficient proof that no r iduction in the rates of 
fare should have been inade,if the roads were 
to continue to be operat ed at all. But the Com- 
missioners have nevertl ieless reduced the tariff 
of the two roads. : 

The case of these Jompanies is a little ex- 
traordinary. If a just tariff is one which will 
enable the Companies to operate their roads, 
pay their stockholders i dividend, and the inter- 
est on the funded debt, the rates of these two 
roads are and have berin a great deal lower than 
they ought to be. If the criterion of a jus 
tariff be not that it effects this, what is it? If 
it be not such a tariff as will, at least, pay the 
interest on the debt; if part or all of that 
interest is to be defrayed by the stock- 
holders out of their own pockets, who 
shall determine how g reat that portion sball be?

General News from the Capital. 
Special Dispatch to The Chica Tribune. 

Wasuinoron, D. C., Aug. 4.—A general order 
was promulgated from the War Department to- 
day revoking one of March 18 last; the latter was 
uuwarranted and ill-advised, {and withal stupid. 
It directed officers to report for cover into the 
Treasury of the United States on account of 
„miscellaneous receipts,” under the act of May 
8, 1872, all money coliected on account of arti- 
cles of ordnance, or ordnance stores, which, in 
any manner whatever, had been lost. damaged, or 
destroyed. To-day’s order, in addition to revok- 
ing the former, gave not ice that 
the money collected from the source men- 
tioned should be covered into the 
Treasury to the credit of the current appropria- 
tions, and should be used for the replacement of 
the stores lost, stolen, or destroyed, and for the 
restoration of damaged stores of serviceable 
condition. The ac’ of 1872 alluded to is che one 
which resulted from the iavestiga iou started by 
Senator Schurz into the sale of arms to France 
at the time of the Franco-Prussiao war, and 
3 debate upou which Senator Sumner 
made his great arraigumeut of President Grant. 
Tuat law directed that ail proceeds of

CASUALTIES. 


One Man Killed and Five Others 
Seriously Iujured by a failing Ele- 
vator. | 

Srectal Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribune. 
Auton, III., Aug. 4.—A shocking accident 

occurred early this morning at Dausman & Drum- 
mond’s plug-tobacco factory, by the falling of a 
large elevator, under the following circum- 
stances: A steam elevator in the rear part of the 
cellar runs to the third floor. It is used for traus- 
ferring hogeheads of tobacco and other heavy 
weights from one story to another. This morn- 
ing the stairway leading to the third floor was 
temporarily obstructed, and six of the hands 
employed in that part of the building took the 
elevator to go up to their work. When 
just about at the t ürd floor 
the wire rope broke, and the elevator fell to the 
cellar with a crash, a distance of about 30 feet. 
All the young men were seriously burt. William 
Dietz nad both legs broken, and died in about 
two hours after the accident. William Ball re- 
ceived a terrible shock, and is hurt internally, 
aad is in a very critical condition.

elevator is very strong, apd a rope an inch thick 
was used for elevating, which was warranted to 
raise 22,000 pounds, and the weight on it at the 
time of the accideat was less than 1,000 pounds. 

The proprietors have spent a large sum in put- 

ting uo a rope, which was frequently inspectes, 

and the accident cannot be assigned to negli- 
gence.

From the testi 
movy siven, it seems that Van Allen went to see 
Mrs. Farron the day mentioned, and the hus- 
band, returning eat ier than was expecied, found 
Van Allen under the bed. A scuille eusued, a 
gun and ax were used freely, aud yet little dam- 
age done, whep Van Alien fiuisaed the busivess 
vy stavbing Farr with a knife. Some of the 
„ ghbors passing by were called in by Van Allen 
aud Ars. Farr. From letiors found iv the pos- 
session Of Van Allen, written oy Mrs. Farr, it 
appears that there was a cause for jealousy. In 

One she speaks of giving him a dose, and regreis 
that it failed to yr mee peer ber murderous pur- 
pose. The jury found as follows: 

That Ephraim Farr came to his death by an 
incised wound on tue left side between the 
third and fourth ribs, and entering the bart, 
caused by a knife ia the bands of William Jede- 
Giah Van Ailen.” 

Five of the jurors also give it as their opinion 
that Lucinda Farr, wite of the said Ephraim 
Parr, is accessory to the crime.” 

A warrant was issued immediately for Van 
Alien; and on Monday morning one was also is- 
sued for Mrs. Farr. Tue examination was held 
before Justice Hunt. 

It is understood that Van Allen has m de a 
statement to Sher Cumings, which is in 
writing, of the whole affair, from the time that 
the inumacy began between him and Mrs. Farr 
up to the time of hie arrest, It is also under- 
stood that Mrs. Farr has made a statement, 
which is ip writing. 

After the taking of evidence was concluded, 
Vau Allen and Mrs. Farr were committed to jail 
to await their trial, which will probably take 
place at the October term of the Circuit Court. 

All of the above parties were from Jefferson 
County, N. I., and have lived in Novesta about 
GX years, 


Revolting Hape Case at Maysville, 
ind. 

Fort Warne, Ind., Aug. 4.—The citizens of 
Maysville, asmalitown afew miles from this 
city, were thrown into a state of the wildest ex- 
citement yesterday by the discovery that a 
scoundre! named John Franks bad brutally out- 
raged the person of Elizabeth Boston, the young 
daughter of a respectable farmer in that vicin- 
ity. Franks evticed the girl to take a buggy-nde 
with him, drove to a dense wood, and, despite 
the desperate struggles of his victim, accom- 
plished bis purpose by force and threats of cut- 
tung her heart out with a knife, The villain then 
put the gul in the buggy, drove to the village, 
tied his horse, aud fled to the woods.

A large aumber of 
citizens of Maysville are in the city, and it is 
feared that an attempt will be made to-night to 
take the prisoner from the jai! and summarily 
dispose of him. This is the third time Franks 
bas beea arrested for rape during the last few 
years.

FRANCE. 
New Tonk. Aug. 4.—A letter from Paris says : 


| “The story of the crisis in the Freach Cabinet, 


80 far as known, is briefly this: Magne, the 
late Minister of Finance, after a long, losing 
fight, seeing bis last plan for balancing the 
Budget rejected by a great majority in the House, 
insisted on giving his resignation, which was ac- 
cepted. He was the corfessed representative of 
Bonapartiam in the Cabivet. A liitle later, 
Fourtou, Minister of the Interior, insisted on 
resigning, There were several reasons for his 
leaving, the most plausible of which are as fol- 
tows: He demanded tha: a Bonapartist should 
be taken into the place that Magne had vacated ; 
that oa the reception of Veutavon’s report ibe 
President should, in advance and by mesrage, 
repel the Casimir Perier proposition; that the 
Prefect of Police, who, baviog pusbed the in- 
vestigation which he was ordered to institute 
i. to the illegal Bonapartist intr gues to the basis 
of a criminal prosecution, insisting that the law 
should have its course, should be dismissed from 
bis office. All these demands were resisted in 
the Cabiuet Council, and finally rejected. Tue 
conducting chief of resistance is the Duke de 
Cases, the Minister of Foregn Affairs, an Or- 
leauist; so far as any one is an Orileanist to- 
dav, he is au Onlcanist by all bis antecedents. 
Fourtou is comparatively a young man, and free 
from bindiug autecedents. ile was once a Min- 
wter under Ihiers, and has always been, though 
at first in auother department, Minwter under 
MacMahon. The significance, if their be any, iu 
Fourtou's departure from the President's Coun- 
cil within less than teu days of his actiug as the 
President's authorized mouth-pieceto the Com- 
mittee of Thirty, lies in the fact that, while he 
was a Minister, he was a persona! septennarch- 
ist, apparently with the honest Marshal's ap- 
proval,, and ceases to be a Minister while remain- 
ing that. In other words, it might seem as 
though the honesty of the Marsbal was grown 
somewhat tired of that queer but boldiy false 
policy of the truce of parties.” 

Paris, Aug. 4.—It is stated that the French 
troops quartered on the Spanish frontier have 
been reinforced, and vigorous measures have 
been ordered to prevent uniformed Cariiste [rom 
crossing the boundary. 

GERMANY.

THE FIRE-MARSHAL.

facts iu relation thereto, with a view to securing your 
eurly achon towards procuring the necessary appli- 
guces to prevent a like occurrence if possible. I here-

company, from which it will be seen that, where the 
engines should have hed at least 100 pounds of water- 
pressure, they couid only obtain 
FROM 90 ro POUNDS, 

through fram 400 to G00 feet of hose, which in 
cases was not guiliciept to throw a stream of water on 
the top of a two-story building. 

The fire originated in a emai frame building known 
as No. 277 Fourth avenue, and is supposed to have 
been the act of an incendiary; the suspected parties 
bave been arrested and beld to bail fer trial. Upon 
the arrival of the ret two engines, Nos, 21 and 10, 
the flames had spread to several buildings, No. A 
taking the hydrant directly in front, and No, 10 on the 
northwest flank ef the fire, from a ( and 8 inch 
malin reapectiveiy, the water-presgure an Engine No, 
21 being but 40 pounds, ard on Engine No, 10 but 
trom 60 to 100 pounds at the time. 

MY FIRST LNTIMATION OF THIS FIAX 
was after 1 had responded to Bax 304 for a fire on 
Twenty-second street, near Ashland avenue, 3 
miles distant; when, giving (he signal for fire out, and 
receiving no reapopse | joeked eastward, and discover- 
ed large volume of smoke which I took to be from a 
fire im the vicinity of Twelfih and Clark streets, I 
immediately went to the scene, and upon my arrival 
there I saw my Fret Assistant, Mr. D. J. Swenie, who 
reported to me the condition of the fire, and the dis- 
posal he had made of the apparatus under his com. 


mand, 

At that me the flames had spread to such magni- 
tude thal, Sewlmg that the supply of water was very 
scanty, 

MY FIRST ENDEAVOR 

was to flank the fire and drive it to a point, and at the 
same time head it off with all the force I could spare, 
I directed that all the appliances be used to that end, 
and we succeeded in so doing as fast as the means at 
hand would permit; and you are probsbly well aware 
that, while we were ighting the flames ia front with at 
no time iess than from four to twelve qugines, the 
sparks aud brands were fying over our heads, igniting 
the roofs of buildings 500 feet in advance, which 
obliged us to move the engines often, and was the 
cause of the destruction of a quantity of hose, 

Alter the fre had crossed Polk and State streets, I 
became satisfied that it could not be checked until it 
reached Harrison street, I acoordingly concentrated 
a large portion of the force on this line, and when the 
fire bad extended to this point, between State street 
and Wabash avenue, I had ten streams in the vicinity. 

THE MOST IMPORTANT ONE 
was that fram No, 7, aud. while ordering some ne-es— 
eary changes to support No, 7, to my astonishment 1 
found that she had shut down, and was about to move 


out delay, but before the same 

accomplished the cornice of O'Neill building, on the 
northeast corner of State and Harrison streets, took 
fire irom the great heat, and iu one minute thereafter 
nearly the whole south side of the building was in 
flames, the heat becoming sointemse thai the men

Iam confident that, had Engine No.7 remained at 
work during the five minutes that elapsed from the 
time of shutting down and toe ume of recoupling, she 
would have prevented O'Neill's building from taking 
fire, thereby prewenüüng the fre from crossing Harrie 
son street, 
THE WHOLE FORCE 

worked with a will and determination seldom seen, 
and it is wich great pleasure that I can say that with 
the exception of Ove or six instances, the officers and 
men bore themselves creditably to the end, notiwiib- 
standing contrary reports, Great credit ia due the 
organization for the discipline carried out on the oc- 
éasion. 

Your carefu) attention is called to the amended state- 
ments stating that 

A THE FOLLOWING SUGGESTIONS 

should be ected upon without delay,viz: i hat hereafter 
water-maius for ire-purposes ahould pos be lesa than 
8 inches in diameter, and that those should only be 
laid in short streets, but none less that 12 inches 
should be placed in the streets in‘ the thickly-settied 
portions of the city; that where there are mains al- 
ready laid less than 6 inches in diameter larger 
ones be substituted; that a system be adopted 
as soon as practicable, whereby the department may 
be supplied with water by cisterns supplied by the 
waler-mains, In this counection I would say that, 


during a conversation I had with Mr. Chesbrough, the 


City-Engineecr, under whose direction our water-sys- 
tem is managed, he fully coincides with my ideas as 
to the impracticahility of building conduits, and sup- 
plyimg them from the river to a distauce of 1 mile, 
for the following reasons: That in order to obtain the 
decline necessary for the wooden pipes so laid to that 
distance it would be necessary to dig from 14 to 16 
feet in depth at the end of that distance, besides the 
dificuity in coming in contact with the sewers, gas 
and water pipes already in the sireeta, the cost of 
which is estimated at $20,000 per mile, while the cost 
of laying a lich main with a 6-inch connection tos 
cistern, witha pressure of 20 pounds to the square 
inch; supplying the cistern at the rate of 3,000 
gallons of water per minute, sufficient to supply eight 
engines with ordinary fire-streams, would be one- 
fourth less than the before-mentioned conduits, 

It is an indisputable fact that the pumping-capacity 
of our present Water-Works is sufficient to supply 
twice the numberof engines we now have in use, and 
what in my opinion is immediately required is larger 
distributing-pipes for fire-purposes. It certainly cun- 
not be expected that large fires can be controlled with 
a scant supply of water, as will also be shown by an- 
nexed report of Axgistant-Marsha! Petrie in relation to 
the fire on July 29, 1874, at No. 1143 Milwaukee ave- 
nue, which is u one of the many instances of the 
kind, I would also recommend that your Board 

AMEND THE RULES 

and regulations goverving the department in such 
manner as to authorize the Fire-Marshal or any As- 
sistant Fire- Marshal to secure the services of any cit- 
iren im time of large fires in order to relieve firemen 
who may become exhausted from overexertion, such 
person or persons so doing to be recompensod aia 
certain stipulated price per hour.

To Matt Benner, Fire-Marshal : 

in: I herewith submit to you s report of my action 
at the fre on the In inst. I was in telegraph-office 
when signal from Box 37 came in. I drove rapidly to 
the corner of Taylor and Clark strects, and went into 
the alley between Clark street and Fourth avenue; 
had gone but 100 feet when I saw from the black 
smoke that the fire had communicated to the oil-works, 
and both sides of the alley. I returned to Taylor 
street, end sent my driver to signal second alarm. 
Engine No. 10 came to the corner of Clark and Taylor ; 
I ordered their hose up the alley, and they went im- 
mediately to work; I went into the oil-works, and the 
south side was on fire. I ordered the foreman of 
Engine No. 10 to direct his efforts to keep it out of the 
oil-works. Went on Fourth avenue, found Engine 21 
at work et hydrant, on Fourth avenue south of 
the oil-works. They were working st fire 
on the west side of Fourth avenue; ordered 
their stream tothe east side of Fourth avenue, the 
roafs of four buildings being on fire. Ordered Bab- 
cock No, 1 to work ou west side of Jourth avenue to 
keep the fire from going south, as it would drive Eu- 
gine 21 from their position. 

Went through the lot to Third avenue and back on 
to Fourth avenue, where I met you and reported the 
condition of the fire, and worked under your orders 
until the fre was under control. The delay of the 
second alarm being struck was as follows; My driver 
could not open the box corner Twelfth and Clark 
streets, and wentto box corner Taylor and State 
streets, but could not send it as other boxes were being 
pulled. He then drove to the telegraph-omoe, when it 
was sent out.

BILL TO ENFORCE TRUST. 

Edward N. Larmon iiled a bill in the Superior 
Court yesterday against Floyd Higgtus, Susan 
M. Higgins, W. O. Heacock, M. H. Baxter, 
Alexander Martin, C. L. Woodman, the Union 
Mutua Life Insurance Company, and IL. 
D. Boone, to declare a deed absolute 
on its face a, mortgage. Larmon states 
that, in 1870, Higgins being indebted 
te him in the sum of $1,550.88, gave hima deed 
of Lot 12, Block 28, in School Section Addition, 
to secure the paxment of that amount, his wife 
joining in the conveyances, but subject, however, 
to a trust deed for $3,060, to I’. E. Courtney. This 
trust deed being unpaid at maturity was fore- 
closed, and bought in apparently by John Morris, 
and Morris the next day. conveved tho property 
to Susan M. Higgins. Complainant allegos that 
the consideration of the deed, stated at 64.230, 
came wholly from Floyd Higgins, and not from 
his wife; that the was not able to raise such an 
amount, and the whole operation was a scheme 
to save the property from the claims of Higgins’ 
creditors ; that, on the execution of the deed to 
Mrs. Higgins, the deed to him became operative, 
and a valid hen on the premises the same as 
though Higgins and wife had, subsequently to 
said conveyance, re-executed the deed to him. 
Tho $1,550 is unpaid, and complainant accord- 
ingly asks that his deed may be treated as a lien 
on the lot, paramount to any claim on the part 
of Higgins and wife, or any persons claiming 
under them; that the claims of the other de- 
fendants may also be heid subsequent to the 
lien of this deed, and that the land may be sold 
to pay the amount it was given to securo. 

A MIXED UP AFFAIR. 

W. J. Gallagher fileda bill iv the Superior 
Court yeaterday against Dwicht F. Cameron, J. 
A. Ellis, and S. J. Walker, for an injunction and 
account. - Complainant states that some years 
ago he made three mortgages to Ellis, convey- 
ing eight lots on the West Side to secure the 
payment of $20,000. A part of these notes were 
paid.and before the others came due he sold 
the land to Samuel J. Walker for abont $32,000, 
subject to the incumbrances. He subsequently 
bought back a part of the lots, suappos- 
ing them to be free from incumbrance. After 
Walker took the land he - persuaded 
Cameron to take up the un paid 
notes and hold them until he could pay them. 
It is alleged that there was only $13,000 due; 
that F. A. Inddie paid Cameron $6,000 by Walk- 
er's direction, to be applied on the mortgages, 
and that Walker subsequently paid the remain- 
der, thus releasing the land. Cameron, how- 
ever, claims there is about $20,000 now due, and 
is threatening to sell the premises. Complain- 
‘ant therefore asks an injunction and an account 
to show how matters stand.

The Career of a Noted Crim- 
inal,

Louis Maximilian Van Eeten ia @ name that 
will be long remembered in the police annals of 
this country. He was a man of marvelous 
powers; he Ee a wonderful personal 
magnetism; his bra:o delighted in combinatians 
which should belong rather to the lovera of 
chess—only he used men as pawns and knights, 
and not the ** graven images” that should repre- 
sent the game. The world was to him s vast 
ehequer-board in the game pf life, and men 
and women merely players.” He was born of 
varents in the upper station of life in Antwerp. 

lgium, His education was of the most liberal 
character; all advantages of tutars and 

overnora were affoded him, and when 
— outstripped the youth of Antwerp in his 
studies congratulations poured in upon his pa- 
rents. At the age of 2) Louis Max Van keten 
seemed|to be the favorite of fortune. In the 
old cathedral city of Antwerp no hanor seemed 
too high for him to achieve, ng merdantile success 
to grand. But there was an odd humor alwarn 
cherishod by the brilliant adventurer, and that 
was that a “pent-up Utica goniined his powers” 
in the ety of his birth, aud go he sailed for the 
El Dorado of all bright spirits—New York, He 
arrived ig the metropolis af thig country about 
twenty years ago. Instead of devoting himself 
too legitimate mercantitejoperations, he seemed, 
fiom tae commencement, te believe in the power 
of chicane over that ef honest effort, and we 
note the result. He brought to New York two 
cargoes of miscellaneous goods and seemed to 
have made asuccessful venture. He was encased 
in the panoply of respectability in the shape of 
letters from the oldest firms in Balgium, and 
other parts of Europe, the authenticity of which, 
of course, was not suspected, and at once enter- 
ed into the society of the elite of New Lok, who 
were Only too glad to welcome a distinguished 
foreigner with ultilitarian ideas. He was bland 
of speech; hia manners betokened a knowledge 
of polished society ; in fact, he was au fait in all 
those delicate arts which woo the senses and lull 
suspicions to sieep, With the fair sex he was an 
especial favorite, and no distingue reunion was 
complete without the presence of the lion of 
the hour, He was not long in discovering ia the 
daughter of one of the Schmidt famiuly—of the 
old Knickerbocker stock—an affinity; and 
although the young girl mentioned was engaged 


to a very Worthy gentleman to be married, it was 
not long before the fascinations of the young 
Belgian supplanted the older suitor, and they 
were epgaged to be married. 
THE WEDDING TOOK PLACE 
with all the eclat attending euch celebrations in 
the old times, and the bride and groom sailed 
For Europe, followed by the congretulations of 
all their friends and relataves save one. This 
gentleman, a brother of the bride, bad his sus- 
picions aroused as to the character of the hus- 
band, and these terrible snepicions were con- 
firmed by the knowledge of some frauduleut 
transactions which had come to his knowledge, 
and were divectly traceable to the bridegroom, 
who had sa recently carried away his sister iu so 
triumphant a manner. Armed with the proofs 
of the young man’s criminality, be followed the 
loving twain—four days after their departure, — 
in the eteamer Arctic. Arriving in Europe he 
discovered that every credential, every letter of 
recommendation Van Feten bad brought to 
America, was forged. Sick at heart, he knew not 
what to do, but at length resolved to go to 
Antwerp to discoyr, if possible, the status and 
surroundings of the forger’s family, Here ho was 
met by the rather of the culprit,—a fine old man, 
with many sorrows whitening his hairs,—who 
confessed to bim that his son—this same Louis 
Maximilian Van Eeten—had ruined him, and 
well-nigh brought his gray halrs in sorrow to the 
grave. 

Tracing the wedded couple from point to point, 
this brotber at length found them in London, 
where the man was living undor an assumed 
name. Concealment is the first sign of guilt. 
How this brother’s beart was wrung when he 
discovered his pet sister to be the life com- 
panion of a man who had forfeited al! claim to 
the mercy of men cau only be known to him.

York, and assured him if he meant to lead an 
honest life that he would assist him to do 80.

TUE SECOND AO? IN THE DRAMA. 

It was not long before em establishment was 
started in Bowling Green. Offices were suntptu- 
ously fitted up, with “ Van Roben & Co., Bank- 
ers, „Van Eeten & Co., Nuropean Agents.“ 
„ Vessels wanted,“ efo., l the plate-glass 
windows, proclaimed to the passers by that 
another great firm had consented to open an 
agenov in New York to connect their business 
with Europe. Owners of vessels—it was a dull 
time — were anxious to charter their ships to sail 
to Hong Kong, Liverpool, or Cape of Good 
Hope. Van Eeten was ready to charter them all. 
One day a commission merchant called on an old 
South street ship—owner and said: 

Po you know Van Eeten & Co.?“ 
“Why?” was the response of the 
shipper, who was looking out himself 

chance to employ his idle vessel. 

„Because I nave just chartered a ship to them 
to go to South America. 

Don't do it,” said the old ship-owner, “ they 
are not good!” 

The merchant left the office determined to let 
Van Eeten & Co. severely alone, but he had not 
gone five minutes before the shrewd (?) South 
street shipper—thus learning Van Eeten wanted 
vessels—went over and chartered three vessels 
to the firm for the West Indies. 

Before two weeks Van Eeten & Co. had twenty 
ships chartered, sent out to various ports with 
stone, ballast, or resin, or some such stuff, and 
us DO payment was to be made to owners until 
the ships returned wich their freighta, it was not 

long before the victimized ship-owpers discov- 
ered they were at the mercy of the swindiers ; 
and, in order to be relieved of their contracta,-— 
of return voyages with all attendant expenses,— 
they compromused with Van Feten & Co., and 
paid them about $40,000 to cancel the contracta. 

During all these weary yeare-—years full of 
heart-burnings aud mortilications to the devoted 
young wife and her family—this man pursued his 
nefarious practices, He was incarcerated iu Lud - 
low Street Jail for eighteen montbs, and after 
that frequented the tasbionable watering-places 
such as Saratoga and Lake Mahopac, by his 
piausibility aud great intelligence rendering him- 
soll a pleasant companion and gainiug the friend- 
ship of some of our best citizens. About five 
years ago, however, commenced a series of 
crimes, the consummation of which ended in 

HIS DISGRACE AND FLIGHT, 

He had been discovered by Capt. Thomas 
Sampson, of the detective force. whose special 
duties tie in the detection of Wall street frauda, 
in endeavoring to pass raised checks on Fisk & 
Hatch, the pankers. He was arrested on this 
occasion, but such was his address and craft 
that the case was not made out against him and 
he was released. Detective Sampson was absent 
from the city fortwo days a short time after- 
wards, and during this time Van Eeten went to 

Jay Cooke & Co. and sold them a $1,000 United 
States bond (genuine) and received their check 
for it, whieh, of course, was properly certified, 
ete. He raised the amount of this check to 
SEVENTY-SEVEN THOUSAND FIVE HUNDRED por 

LARS, 
and repaired to the office of Wells, Fargo & Co. 
to invest the same in ratiroad bonds, disarming 
all suspicion by asking time to examine carefuliy 
the coupons, etc., and see if they were all right. 
The fraud, of course, was soon discovered, the 
detectives were apprised, Sampson went to a 
house known to be freqnented by the swindler, 
on Twenty-eichth street, and all that was found 

of Van Eeten was his whiskers. He had taken a 
Pacific siope. 

A short time afterwards the Bank of California, 
in San Francisco, was defrauded by reseiving a 
$10,000 United States bond which had been 
“*yaised.” The New York officers were ap-

Tue carriage waa followed by another and a man 
ov horwehaok, ‘The chase was kept up iu the de- 
vious streets of New Orleans foran hour. At 
length. by a fortuitous turn, the pursuers were 
left behind. Four negroes were hurriedly thrust 
into the carriage. wich drove on; the officer, 
with his charge, pluaged iuto a ocellarway, aud. 
as the carriage turaed the next corner, the man 
on horagback was almost alongside of it. From 
this cellar the officer got upon the roof of the 
buildiug, scrambled over several more, and was 
role finally by a man named Wella, from 
whieh place they reached the railroad station, 
Here @ yard of red flannel on the top of a loa 
bugar-cane stopped the train. and the officer ap 
his prisoyer were en route. 

At Jacksorville the train was boarded by a 
gang, who demanded where the kidnapped man 
was. They wore a h-looking set, with scant 
clothipg, and well armed men of the border, The 
officer pointed out the prisoner as the detective, 
and claimed to be the prisoner himeelf, saying he 
was well treated, and wanted to roceed-—a plece 
of strategy pot denied by Van Beten.

at his house. 
THE ALLEGED SUICTDE. 

Louis Maximilian Van Roten, the famous bond 
forger, having taken a dose of laudanum iu Had- 
son County Jail, some time between 8 o'clock on 
Friday evening and 6 o’elook Saturday morning, 
and being in apparent danger of death, a Herald 
reporter wont to the jail to ascertain fall partio- 
ulars of the attempted suicide. The unfortunate 
man was stretohed naked on a mattregs in the 
witness-room, surrounded by a crowd of prison- 
ers and jailers, who were busily engaged, 
the directions of a couple of doctors, in 
shaking, rubbing, and slapping him ail 
over the body with a view to keep him 
awake. A galvanic battery was im full opera- 
tion, and the man's body was made to feel 
ite effects m a way that ought to give au appear- 
ance of life to a eorpee; but beyond s dull, 
stolid stare, aud aug occasional half-uttered and 
almost indistinet groan, no sign of animation 
was given. Lhe body was quite red and sore 
from the effects of several bours’ incessant rub- 
bing and slapping, and the knees were cus from 
falls which occurred in making attempts to force 
him to walk. A ecrubbieg-brush was applied 
with relentless vigor to his feet, and sometimes 
even to the softer portiona of his body, and it 
was evident from the appearance of increased 
animation in bis leaden stare and the balf-atified 
groan, accompanied by 8 nerveless effort to move 
the arms as if to escape the pain, that his sense 
of feeling was still pretty strong. After several 
hours’ contunuance of this work a short rest was 
taken, and no sooner was he left to himself than 
he relapsed into a heavy sleep, snoring with a. 
peculiar moaning cadence. He was then lifted 
up, and five prisoners moved him about the 
floor, with a view to make him walk, one of them 
grasping him tighly around the body from be- 
hind, two more holding up the shoulders and head, 
and the other two putting his legs through the 
motion of walking. This was one of the most 
extraordinary processes that could be imagiaed, 
and would be laugiable in the extreme if the 
object was not to save a human lite. He was 
jerked and bumped and heaved in a way that 
would have shaken the life out of a man of weak 
constitution; but it only seemed to do him good 
by irritat ing him and keeping him awake, which 
seemed to be the great thing desired. This was 
continued till the prisoners got tired out, when 
he was again stretched on the only to fall 
asleep the instant he was left by himself, Dr. 
Stout, the County Physician, gave it as his opin- 
ion that the effects of the poison were now over, 
and that he enly suffered from exhaustion. A 
quantity of beef tea, with an ounce of brandy and 
15 grains of ammonia, was then pumped into his 
stomach, and he showed more signa of life than 

sreviously. Ata quarter past 7 yesterday evening 
is pulse was beating at the rate of 108 per minute, 
and his condition gave more reason for hope, 
though not sufficient to warrant a decided 
opinion as to the probability of his recovery. 

He was firsenoticed about 8 o'clock yesterday 
morning, snoring very loud, and on the Jailer 
trying to awaken him it was discovered that 
something was wrong. On Deputy-Jailer Ryer- 
son being called, he found a smal! bottle having 
traces of laudanum, beside the bed, and imme- 
diately summoned medical assistance. As this 
could not be procured for some time, the poison 
had time to take effect, and it is even probable 
that it was taken on Friday evening when he 
went to bed. : arrival of the doctors an 
emetic was administered and the treatment above 
described commenced. 

Capt. Lees, of the San Francisco detective 
force, who is here in the capacity of United 
States Marshal, and made the arrest, does not 
believe he intended to commit suicide, but that 
he must have been in the habit of taking lauda- 
pum, and on this occasion took an overdose 
without intending it. He accotints for his hav- 
ing the landanum by supposing he had it in a 
bundle he had with him when arrested. Capt. 
Lees thinks the cheerfulness of disposition 
evinced by Van Eeten the day before the su 
posed suicide is conclusive evidence of the a 
sence of any wish to kill himself. He explains 
his expression about “ going before a Judge to- 
morrow that wonld give him a fair trial“ by his 
satisfaction at the prospect of being tried in a 
United States Court rather than in @ State 
Court, against which he entertained a strong 
prejudice, . 

Death from Harsh Treatment. 

New Tonx. Aug. 4.—A post mortem examina- 
tion having been made of the remains of Van 
Eeten, the California bond forger, it was discov- 
ered chat his death had resulted from congestion 
of the lungs, he N completely recovered 
from the effects of the landanum. His harsh 
treatment while under the effects of the poison 
and needless 6x , he being allowed to lie 
naked for some — are assigned as the causes 
whieh led to the congestion.
